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NOTES— 
In 
windy and so metimes dry Ne­ 
braska, a single acre o f stand­ 
ing cro p may co nsume as much 
as 10,000 gallo ns o f water a day 
by év apo transpiratio n, the lo ss 
by plants o f mo isture to the at­ 
mo sphere. That is mo re than 
eno ugh water to supply the 
needs fo r 100 peo ple fo r o ne 
day . 


If water-po o r Califo rnia 
co uld sav e 5 per cent o f the 
water lo st thro ugh év apo ­ 
transpiratio n by its cro ps, it 
wo uld hav e eno ugh to satisfy 
all o f its cities’ needs, say s 
Dr. No rman J . Ro senberg, 
pro fesso r o f agricultural 
climato lo gy at the Univ ersity 
o f Nebraska. "If we co uld re­ 
duce to tal ev apo ratio n o v er 
the co ntinental United States 
by 1 per cent fo r o ne day ,” he 
say s, "we’d hav e a y ear’s 
supply o f water fo r a city o f 
two millio n peo ple.” 


Sev eral way s hav e been tried 
in the past to reduce water lo ss 
to the atmo sphere. Fo r ex ­ 
ample, in the United States, 
A ustfalfa 
and 
elsew here, 
chemical lay ers a single mo le­ 
cule thick hav e been dev elo ped 
and applied to lakes and reser­ 
v o irs ex perimentally in the ef­ 
fo rt to prev ent ev apo ratio n. In­ 
dian and Israeli so il scientists 
hav e tried applicatio ns o f lime 
o r o ther light-co lo red sub­ 
stances to so il, in the effo rt to 
reflect so lar energy away fro m 
the surface and reduce the 
amo unt o f heat av ailable to 
cause ev apo ratio n. 


Ro senberg believ es év apo ­ 
transpiratio n by plants may 
be a mo re fruitful target than 
ev apo ratio n. In the central 
Great Plains, fo r ex ample, he 
has sho wn that such well-wa­ 
tered cro ps as alfalfa "in a 
windy climate will co nsume 
mo re water than will no r­ 
mally ev apo rate 
fro m 
an 
identical area o f lake surface 
in the same climatic co ndi­ 
tio ns.” If fiv e o r 10 per cent o f 
that water co uld be pro tected 
against lo ss thro ugh the 
leav es o f cro p plants, he be­ 
liev es, the wo rld’s usable wa­ 
ter balance co uld be signifi­ 
cantly altered. 


So far so m e prelim inary 
wo rk has been do ne o n the de­ 
v elo pment o f substances that 
can reduce év apo transpiratio n 
by increasing the reflectio n o f 
so lar energy fro m the leav es o f 
a plant. Theo retical mo dels 
so lv ed by co mputers suggest 
that reflectants can reduce wa­ 
ter use significantly under mo st 
no rmal climatic situatio ns. 
No w Dr. Ro senberg, wo rk-

ing under a Natio nal Science 
Fo undatio n research grant, 
wants to see if the ex peri­ 
mental and the theo retical 
wo rk can be put to gether into 
a metho d farmers co uld use 
to prev ent their cro ps fro m 
sucking precio us water o ut o f 
the so il and passing it o n into 
the air at so unnecessarily 
rapid a rate. 
The max imum effects, he 
say s, can be achiev ed by using 
a natural substance that wo n’t 
clo g the po res o f the leav es so 
that carbo n dio x ide and o x y gen 
will pass freely thro ugh. The 
substance must reflect eno ugh 
so lar energy o ff the leaf to slo w 
do wn the water lo ss, witho ut 
ro bbing plants o f light they 
need fo r gro wth. No t all the 
light to which plants are ex ­ 
po sed is needed fo r efficient 
plant 
pro ductio n, 
he 
no tes. 
“ Many cro ps,” say s the Ne­ 
braska scientist, 
“ get mo re 
light than is necessary 
fo r 
pho to sy nthesis (the pro cess by 
which plants turn light into en­ 
ergy ). 
So y beans 
and 
sugar 
beets, fo r instance, achiev e 
max imum pho to sy nthesis at 50- 
80 per cent o f max imum av ail­ 
able light. So do o thers.” 
In additio n, he say s, mo st 
cultiv ated plants hav e the 
bulk o f their po res o n the un­ 
derside o f their leav es, where 
they can’t be clo gged if a re- 
flectant were to hav e that ef­ 
fect. 
He is taking adv antage o f 
these facto rs in an ex periment 
that inv o lv es spray ing a so lu­ 
tio n o f Kao linite, a natural 
near-white clay fo und in many 
so ils, o n test stands o f so y beans 
to keep light fro m the leav es. 
Other po ssible reflectants in­ 
clude such substances as silica 
and 
cellu lo se 
which, 
like 
Kao linite, he say s, are natural 
and po se no threat o f co ntami­ 
natio n. 
At max imum 
theo retical 
efficiency , he say s, a cro p 
sho uld pro duce between 80 
and 100 po unds o f dry matter 
fo r 1,000 gallo ns o f water 
used. Actually , plants no w 
pro duce so me 10 po unds o f 
dry matter per 1,000 gallo ns. 
“ The likeliho o d o f appro ach­ 
ing max imum efficiencies is 
v ery slim ,” Ro senberg say s. 
But, “ A do ubling o f present-day 
efficiencies . . . can be achiev ed 
thro ugh applicatio n o f mo dern 
research metho ds.” 
While the emphasis in his 
studies will be o n irrigated 
cro ps, the NSF grantee po ints 
o ut, reflectants may be im­ 
po rtant in dry land farming as 
well. During dro ughts eno ugh 
water might be sav ed by use 
o f reflectants to prev ent 
damage o r ensure cro p sur­ 
v iv al until later rains.

u nchanged, the cou ncil “took the matter u n­ 
der adv isement.” 
That was on Sep t. 8 , 1970, and May or Wal- 
der declared the matter had been u nder ad­ 
v isement long enou gh and ask ed the cou ncil 
to be ready to act one way or another on the 
commission’s recommendation. 
The commission recommended the p eti­ 
tion be rejected, contending it constitu ted 
sp ot zoning. 
Three members of the p resent cou ncil 
were cou ncil members in 1970: Bu rk e, Walter 
Lohse and James Dishman. 
Lohse recalled, in 1970 he ask ed what con­ 
stitu ted sp ot zoning, noting the p rop erty in 
q u estion is across a street from land zoned B- 
3 and that both sou theast and sou thwest 
across an intersection from the site are p rop ­ 
erties zoned B-3. 
“Does a street constitu te a bou ndary when 
considering whether a p articu lar req u est con­ 
stitu tes sp ot zoning?” q u eried Lohse. 
Former May or George W. Lindq u ist had 
been op p osed to the commission’s denial of 
the p etition, contending the whole block 
shou ld be zoned B-3 becau se it is in a dev elop ­ 
ing commercial area. 
Dishman said he believ es the p rop erty is 
contigu ou s with areas zoned B-3 and feels the 
cou ncil shou ld ov erride the commission’s rec­ 
ommendation. 
Bu rk e said he disagrees with the commis­ 
sion’s recommendation and also q u estions 
whether the Kellens hav e not achiev ed some 
legal p rotection since they had op erated at 
the location for more than a y ear withou t be­ 
ing challenged by city officials. 
Tofte, who was not a commissioner in 1970, 
said he also believ es the Kellens shou ld be 
p ermitted to op erate their bu siness at the lo­ 
cation. 
On the matter of zoning the cou ncil took 
action regarding a su ggestion by the commis­ 
sion and added the word “condominiu m” to 
the list of v ariou s sp ecial u ses which may be 
p ermitted u nder R-4 and R-5 zoned areas. 
Bu rk e brou ght u p the q u estion of the 
mau soleu m in Oak wood Cemetery which is 
p riv ately owned by an association of heirs of 
those bu ried there which is now rather u nor­ 
ganized. 
The p roblem with this is the stru ctu re is in 
need of rep air and maintenance which the 
city will hav e to do at its ex p ense. 
The commissioner read from association 
record, noting it was organized in 1925 and 
that as early or late as Au g. 13, 1935 , a com­ 
mittee of fiv e association members was 
named to draw u p p rocedu res for tu rning the 
stru ctu re ov er to the city . 
The act has not y et been accomp lished. 
The association has an endowment of $10,- 
000 which Bu rk e su ggested the city shou ld get 
by an agreement from heirs or by legal ac­ 
tion, if the city is to incu r the cost of rep airing 
and maintaining the stru ctu re. 


Lohse su ggested interested heirs be ask ed 
abou t the situ ation and be encou raged to get 
together to form an association to work ou t 
some agreement with the city . 
May or Walder said he wou ld p resent a rec­ 
ommendation abou t this within 30 day s. 
Bu rk e took notice the Dix on Ru ral Fire 
Protection District is p lanning to hire new 
firemen and ex claimed, “This reinforces the 
need for merger of the city and ru ral dep art­ 
ments which May or Walder has been p u shing 
for. 
“It cou ld be beneficial to all tax p ay ers and 
a merger might mak e it p ossible to cu t the 
total force of both dep artments.” 
Tofte noted the p olice q u arters in the Lee 
Cou nty Law Enforcement Bu ilding are com­ 
p leted ex cep t for some p lu mbing and some 
p ainting. He noted the dep artment will soon 
hold an op en hou se. 


Walder rev ealed p olicemen and their 
wiv es had done some of the interior decorat­ 
ing at the new p olice station and fav orably 
commented on the q u ality of the work . 
The may or also had a q u estion: Noting the 
city crews were grading the p ark ing lot at the 
new headq u arters he ask ed, “Whose resp on­ 
sibility was this?” 
Bu rk e came u p with the answer, “The 
Lindq u ist Constru ction Co. had the contract 
bu t after it was decided the city p olice wou ld 
occu p y p art of the bu ilding, Lindq u ist, who 
was then may or, decided to withdraw from 
the contract to av oid a p ossible conflict of in­ 
terest and money was refu nded to the Lee 
Cou nty Pu blic Bu ilding Commission, owner of 
the bu ilding.” 
Nobody said so bu t it wou ld ap p ear the 
bu ilding commission might be liable to p ay 
the city for the work . 
Dishman rep orted he believ es the old p o­ 
lice dep artment q u arters will be ready by 
Dec. 1 for occu p ancy by Water Dep artment 
offices. This remodeling is being done by city 
emp loy es. 
May or Walder ex p ressed himself as being 
op p osed to closing City Hall the Friday after 
Thank sgiv ing and fou nd all commissioners 
agreed with him. As a conseq u ence City Hall 
will be op en Nov . 26.

If 
sev ere lo dging o f gra in so r­ 
ghum o ccurs befo re ha rv esting, 
the cro p ma y be cut with a 
hea der-swa ther a nd co mbined 
a fter dry ing with a co mbine 
equipped with a pickup a tta ch­ 
ment. Also , gra in so rghum 
fields ma y be sa lv a ged by gra z­ 
ing with ca ttle to utilize sev ere­ 
ly lo dged gra in. 
Gra in so rghum stubble is a 
go o d so urce o f lo w-qua lity fo r­ 
a ge fo r fa ll gra zing. The sta lks 
co nta in mo re suga r tha n co rn 
sta lks, a nd the lea v es a re no t 
a ll destro y ed during co mbin­ 
ing. New tillers ma y be pro ­ 
duced a fter ha rv esting which 
a re high in prussic a cid po ten­ 
tia l ; these ma y ca use pro blems 
if ca ttle a re o bta ining a la rge 
pa rt o f their fo ra ge inta ke fro m 
the new tillers. Fro st o n gra in 
so rghum stubble is no t likely to 
ca use prussic a cid pro blems, 
but the risk ca n be reduced by 
a v o iding gra zing until the fo rst- 
ed tissue ha s dried. A light fro st 
ma y no t a ffect so rghum fo ra ge 
a s much a s co rn beca use the 
sta lks a nd lea v es o f so rghum 
ha v e a higher suga r co ntent. 
The so rghums ca n be ex pected 
to sta y greener lo nger into the 
fa ll a nd to ma ke gro wth fo r 
gra zing.

fro st results in higher prussic 
a cid po tentia l tha n befo re the 
fro st. These higher lev els ma y 
be reta ined in the sila ge fo r 
eight weeks o r lo nger. To use 
ensiled fro sted suda ns o f high 
prussic ^cid co ntent, a llo w the 
sila ge to a if-dry fo r three da y s 
befo re feeding. Ensiling these 
cro ps a fter the seco nd ha rd 
fro st ha s resulted in little if a ny 
increa se in prussic a cid in the 
silo , a ltho ugh the lev el o f prus­ 
sic a cid in the fo ra ge a t the time 
o f ensiling wa s grea ter tha n it 
ha d been befo re the first fro st. 
Fo ra ge o f a v ery lo w prussic 
a cid po tentia l ca n be ensiled a f­ 
ter the seco nd ha rd fro st with 
little o r no da nger o f prussic 
a cid po iso ning. Thus, a dditio na l 
dry ing is no t necessa ry . 


Prussic a cid results fro m the 
digestio n o r brea king up o f a 
pla nt gluco side dhurrin by a 
pla nt enzy me. In who le cells, 
these two pla nt-cell co nstitu­ 
ents a re no t in co nta ct. Fro st 
freezes pla nt cells, ca using 
o penings in the cell wa lls a nd 
intra cellula r structures a nd 
thereby a llo wing co nta ct be­ 
tween dhurrin a nd the pla nt en­ 
zy me. The first fro st o f the sea ­ 
so n ma y no t freeze a ll the cells 
o f a suda n pla nt. Thus, a seco nd 
fro st ca n a lso result in a tem­ 
po ra ry increa se in prussic a cid 
relea se. 


New tiller gro wth a fter ea rly 
fro sts ca n be mo re ha za rdo us 
tha n the effects o f fro st o n the 
o lder gro wth. New gro wth (in 
the spring, summer, o r a fter a 
fro st) is v ery high in prussic 
a cid po tentia l. Wa tch fo r new 
tiller gro wth, a nd remo v e liv e­ 
sto ck fro m pa stures when this 
new gro wth is no ticea ble. Wa it 
until these tillers a re 18 to 24 
inches ta ll befo re gra zing o r 
green-cho pping a ga in. 
Ensiled fo ra ges with a high 
prussic a cid lev el a re co nsid­ 
ered sa fe beca use o f the fo ra ge 
in no rma l feeding o pera tio ns. 
Also , when the entire pla nt is 
ha rv ested, there is less risk o f 
prussic a cid lev els being da n­ 
gero us beca use the o lder pla nt 
pa rts, which ha v e a lo w lev el o f 
dhurrin, will be mix ed with 
y o unger tissue ha v ing a high 
lev el o f dhurrin. The resulting 
who le sila ge ma ss will ha v e a 
lo w prussic a cid po tentia l. 
Alfa lfa a nd clo v ers a re no t 
pla gued with such grea t pro b­ 
lems. They a re go o d pa sture 
ma teria ls a fter fro st. So me 
slight digestiv e disturba nces 
ma y o ccur a mo ng gra zing a ni­ 
ma ls o n freshly fro sted le­ 
gumes. The pro blem is mino r, 
so there is little co ncern a bo ut 
pa sturing fro sted legumes.

Illin o is do wn to abo u t the Illi­ 
n o is Riv er. The p o p u latio n 
ran ges fu rther so u th, bu t n o t 
v ery far, n o r will they go mu ch 
farther.”

Bio lo gists in the dep artmen t 
estimate there are ap p ro x i­ 
mately two p artridge fo r ev ery 
10 p heasan ts in the state in the 
best ran ge. Last y ear, hu n ters 
bagged an estim ated 9 ,2 0 0 
Hu n s. Ho wev er, mo st o f the 
hu n ters were lo o k in g fo r p heas­ 
an t when they go t their p ar­ 
tridge. 
The p artridge is a member o f 
the p heasan t family an d resem­ 
bles a hen p heasan t, bu t is o n ly 
abo u t half the size. The co ck s 
are gen erally 12 to 14 o u n ces in 
weight an d the hen is slightly 
smaller. The birds hav e a light

A p artridge will lay fro m 10 to 
20 eggs in a clu tch, av eragin g, 
15 o r 16, at a rate o f two eggs 
ev ery three day s. The hen do es 
the in cu batin g. The co ck ev i­ 
den tly do esn ’t help bu t stick s 
clo se to the n est site. The hen 
will leav e the n est fo r a sho rt 
time in the mo rn in g an d ev e­ 
n in g to feed an d du st. 
The eggs hatch in 23 to 24 
day s. The adu lts lead the chick s 
away fro m the n est site as so o n 
as they are dry an d can walk .

All to gether they made fiv e 
p asses at me an d each time 
they did they wo u ld mo v e a 
co u p le o f chick s away fro m the 
area When they fin ished the 
chick s were co mp letely o u t o f' 
sight.”

Aro u n d 19 6 5 , Western Illin o is 
Un iv ersity became in terested 
in the p artridge in Illin o is an d 
u sin g Pittman -Ro bertso n fu n ds 
began a Co o p erativ e Wildlife 
Research Pro ject. Basically , 
the stu dy established the distri­ 
bu tio n o f the bird, the best n est­ 
in g habitat, an d did stu dies o f 
p artridge embry o s. 
Co ttin gham wen t to wo rk o n 
the p artridge p ro ject fo r the 
Dep artmen t in December, 1970. 
“We still do n ’t k n o w en o u gh 
abo u t the p artridge to in crease 
its n u mbers to an y great ex ­ 
ten t,” he said. “We k n o w that 
sto ck in g the area with p en - 
raised birds do es n o t wo rk . 
They simp ly die o ff. 
“The Western Illin o is Un i­ 
v ersity stu dy fo u n d man y p ar­ 
tridge n ests an d was able to 
draw so me co n clu sio n s. Par­ 
tridge p refer ro adside n estin g, 
an d they gen erally seem at­ 
tracted to areas o f blu egrass 
aro u n d ro sebu shes an d go o se­ 
berry bu shes. They will leav e 
u n hatched eggs when distu rbed 


an d retu rn afterwards, bu t 
when we ap p ro ach a n est with 
y o u n g they stay clo se by an d 
giv e y o u the bro k en win g act 
try in g to k eep y o u away fro m 
their y o u n g.” 
Partridge, lik e man y o ther 
game birds, p refer to walk o r 
ru n rather than fly . Their ran ge 
in the air is n o t mu ch mo re than 
200 y ards, an d they ten d to stay 
in a sin gle area. 
“I flu shed a co v ey o f abo u t 
eight p artridge in a field o n e 
day ,” Co ttin gham stated. “An d 
then sp en t a half ho u r ru n n in g 
them an d try in g to get them to 
mo v e fro m the area. In the en ­ 
tire time they simp ly ran an d 
flew away fro m me, an d n ev er 
go t mo re than abo u t 300 y ards 
fro m the sp o t they were 
flu shed.” 
The sp rin g bro o d gen erally 
stay s to gether an d co v ey s u p in 
the late su mmer o r fall. They 
stay in a co v ey u n til abo u t Feb­ 
ru ary an d then the co v ey 
break s u p as they p air o ff an d 
p rep are fo r n estin g.

There are HO scale, Marx, and Lionel toy trains. But you never 
saw a railroad job like this before. 
Forreston, I think, fired the wrong man. Granted, former foot­ 
ball coach Harold Van Arsdale had a fantastic temper and a short 
fuse too. But that’s a problem known to all of us. 
Van Arsdale preaches rough, rock ’em, sock ’em football. And 
at Forreston, like many other spots in the area, it’s a mortal sin. 
Hank, Harry, Harold, or whatever name you’d like to call him—and 
by now, he’s been called plenty—is actually a likable guy. Tough, 
talkative, and owner of a one-track mind, but likable. 
Last year, Ed Brucker left Forreston High School for another 
football post. Whether he quit, or was persuaded that this was his 
best route, isn’t known. The fact is, he left. 
Now, Van Arsdale is leaving. The Cardinals’ football fortunes 
were none too rosey this year, but it appeared Harry was finally go­ 
ing to get underway next year. Now, it’s too late. 
It does seem rather suspicious that two coaches have had trou­ 
bles with administration within such a short period of time. Bruck­ 
er was extremely easy-going, while Van Arsaale was the exact re­ 
verse. Constantly, it was football. Football. Football. 
Now Forreston will look for another football coach. Who would 
leave a present post and drive the rocky-road at Forreston is a 
mystery. And why he would leave is a bigger mystery. 
It seems a shame there are a few people at the top of Forreston 
activities that are so uncooperative. On a whole, Forreston is prob­ 
ably one of the friendliest towns in the area. 
Entering a newer, larger league next season, Forreston seems 
already lost in the muddle. Without a hard-driving coach like Van 
Arsdale, Forreston may not even wind up an also-ran. Forreston 
football may not even waddle. 
Harry’s problem stood not with administration in general, but 
one man in particular. Willard Van Ness, the Forreston athletic di­ 
rector, is by far the most uncooperative of the 13 ADs The Tele­ 
graph meets during the year. And worse yet, it seems he’s about 
that helpful around Forreston too. Harry got little help. 
Van Arsdale is a good coach, and he knows the sport. The only 
problem I can see with Van Arsdale is that possibly he knows it too 
well. The Cardinal offense seems complicated, as does the defense. 
And for a small school like Forreston to be running such sets ap­ 
pears futile. Some players go both ways—offense and defense—and 
for those to memorize such a football machine from front to back 
seems impossible. Van Arsdale seems perfect for a larger school or 
college, where he can platoon. 
Charges by the school board to Van Arsdale remind one of the 
typical political campaign. There was plenty of mud-slinging. 
Superintendent of Forreston schools Ted M. Gapinski was 
charged in the referee’s statement of “condoning unsportsmanlike 
conduct’’ shown by Forreston during Stillman Valley game Oct. 29. 
Van Ness was also charged. In the report, it states both Gapinski 
and Van Ness berated the officials for a call during the first 
half. Yet, as fans, they were allowed to argue. Evidently, Van Ars­ 
dale wasn’t. 
It’s obvious from the officials’ statement that a number of calls 
were judgement calls, and some were even incorrect. 
Near the end of the report, the officials explain: 
“ Forreston was notified that if he used this ‘Cardinal Charge’ 
play again, the game would be forfeited to Stillman Valley due to 
the possibility of injury to the players of both teams.” 
Baloney. In the rule book, it states a forfeit can’t be ruled un­ 
less both coaches agree. And Harry wasn’t about to. 
The Cardinal Charge mentioned is a defensive tactic used by 
Forreston to disrupt the Stillman Valley offense. Lining up five to 
eight yards off the ball—Van Arsdale insists it was only three to 
five yards—the Cardinals charged toward the offensive line about 
the time the snap was anticipated. 
Says Gapinski: “ I don’t know whether this is legal, or illegal, 
and I don’t know if anybody else does, but it just doesn’t seem to me 
to be good football.” 
Gapinski is paid as superintendent, Van Arsdale as football 
coach—or was. Harry picked up the idea from a football coach in 
Farmington a few years ago, and I’ve seen it used in other states 
for the purpose Van Arsdale intended. 
The clothes-buming episode is another which had Harry reel­ 
ing until he could tell his story. 
The player who “ owned” these clothes had not paid tor tne 
items, and had quit the team. Van Arsdale, who had bought the 
clothes, burnt them. Why he didn’t just throw them away or bury 
them is something I don’t understand. 
Near the start of the meeting, Van Ness exhibited another of his 
brilliant oratories, reading straight from the rule book about 
sportsmanship of coaches, and administration. He, of course, 
pointed to coaches, but he didn’t point the same finger at himself 
for arguing with the officials. Strange. . . 
After the meeting, Van Ness was surrounded by angry For­ 
reston fans, players, and parents. One boy will not earn a letter now 
as a result of not playing in the final game. All Van Ness said: 
“ I bow my head, and say I’m sorry. I can always go back to 
milking cows.” 
As for Van Ness, it may be the better situation for both For­ 
reston and him.

Card coaching policy 


Amboy grad named to team 


To hear reports and state­ 
ments from Forreston school 
board officials concerning the 
dismissal of football 
coach 
Harod Van Arsdale, one would 
believe the 24-year-old first 
year head coach to be some 
kind of ogre. To hear him ex­ 
plain it . . . 
Van Arsdale was slapped 
with constant pressure about 
lack of safety precautions 
taken, mainly because of a 
face-mask shaking against 
Stillman Valley. The one in­ 
cident, Van Arsdale contends, 
is blown out of proportion. The 
good things he did for Forreston 
football, he explains, far out­ 
weigh the bad. 
“ They seem quite concerned 
with my lack of safety,” says 
the likable, but now worried, 
Forreston teacher. “ When I 
came here, the boys were still 


wearing leather helmets. There 
were 13 leather headgear in the 
storage bin. Three boys wore 
these throughout the year. They 
were eliminated when I took 
over.” 
“When I came, I initiated the 
first full-time weight training 
program. We’ve had no serious 
injuries this year, and that can 
be traced right back to the 
weight program,” he adds. 
Van Arsdale, sometimes 
obsessed with statistics, and 
other various numbers, pointed 
out not one player from 
Forreston since 1964 has ad­ 
vanced to play collegiate 
football. 
“We’ll have at least one this 
year, possibly three,” he ex­ 
plains. 
“ But 
we’ve 
had 
problems. We had been trying 
to have the crow’s-nest con­ 
structed for game films, so we 


can use those to send to college 
coaches for scholarships. Do 
you know how many we finally 
filmed? One! Just one!, he 
exclaims. “ How is a college 
coach going to be able to see 
anything in one film?” 


Also brought in when Van 
Arsdale made the scene was 
handpads, more rigid and safer 
facemasks, knee braces, neck 
rolls, and a supervised period of 
fitting equipment prior to the 
season’s start. 


Van Arsdale, pointing to the 
improvements he started, was 
the Steak Club, a honorary club 
concerning physical fitness, 
and numerous individual game 
awards. He also ordered films 
illustrating proper tackling and 
blocking technique, so boys 
wouldn’t be hurt upon execu­ 
tion. 


Bernie Jones, 1967 graduate 
of Amboy High School, was 
named to the College Confer­ 
ence of Illinois-Wisconsin all­ 
conference team.

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Van Arsdale still out 


Hopes of having former head 
football coach Harold Van Ars­ 
dale reinstated were shattered 
Monday night when the For­ 
reston school board unani­ 
mously voted to stand with its 
dismissal made two weeks ago. 
More than 300 signatures on 
petitions circulated by the For­ 
reston parents’ club forced a 
special meeting of the board at 
the high school. Supt. Ted M. 
Gapinski, in a prepared state­ 
ment, said Van Arsdale’s re­ 
lease was due to “fits of temper 
which have caused tremendous 
problems for both him and our 
school.” 
Earlier, Van Arsdale had ad­ 
mitted grabbing a 
player’s 
facemask during a football 
game with Stillman Valley, and 


it was this action only which 
prompted his dismissal. Mon­ 
day evening, however, Van 
Arsdale found otherwise. 
“ It wasn’t a one-shot affair,” 
said board president Irvin Sev- 
ring. “ It has been building up 
over a long period of time, and 
the Stillman Valley problem 
only capped things.” 
Van Arsdale, 24, in his first 
year as head coach, argued 
when taken before the special 
meeting of the board Oct. 30, no 
statement regarding the Still­ 
man Valley game was availa­ 
ble. Monday, athletic director 
Willard Van Ness released a 
statement from the four ref­ 
erees who officiated the game. 
The statement in part cited 
“unsportsmanlike conduct of

the Forreston High School foot­ 
ball coach and the Stillman 
Valley fans.” 
The first instance of Van Ars­ 
dale’s unsportsmanlike conduct 
came in the first quarter. Van 
Arsdale protested the officials’ 
call, but after an explanation, 
accepted the ruling. At half- 
time, Van Ness and Gapinski 
both questioned the call, asking 
fora written ruling. 
Gapinski did not accept the 
explanation, and “ violently 
protested to the officials as they 
were leaving the field.” 
The second instance of Van 
Arsdale’s reported unbecoming 
conduct came in the second pe­ 
riod. Forreston lined up five to 
eight yards from the ball, ac­ 
cording to the officials’ state­ 
ment, and charged full speed, 
blocking the offensive players 
before the ball was snapped. 
This is Van Arsdale’s “Cardinal 
Charge.” 
The “ charge” was repeated 
four more times, despite the 
referee’s marking off yardage 
against Forreston for offside, 
encroachment, and unsports­ 
manlike conduct. On the final 
charge, with six minutes left to 
go in the game, officials ejected 
a Forreston player for alleged­ 
ly striking a Stillman Valley 
player with a fist to the head. 
Van Arsdale rushed to the 
field, according to the report, 
his conduct “very violent and 
unsportsmanlike” and was told 
to leave the field by the offi­ 
cials. 
Officials warned Forreston if 
it used this play again the game 
would be forfeited to Stillman 
Valley due to the possibility of 
injury to the players of both 
teams. 
In conclusion, the officials 
felt “ the action of the Forreston 
players was a direct result of 
the unsportsmanlike coaching 
tactics of their coach, and 
which was apparently con­ 
doned by the Forreston athletic 
director and superindent of 
schools, who were present.” 
In Gapinski’s statement, he 
mentioned incidents which 
eventually led to the Stillman 
Valley problem.

“This past fall, we had an in­ 
cident where Van Arsdale lost 
his head with a parent and also 
destroyed, or threw away, gear 
belonging to one of the football 
players who had quit. At this 
point I defended on the basis of 
a mistake that he had made. 
However, we had quite a dis­ 
cussion about his behavior.” 
Van Arsdale, in rebuttal to 
the charge, indicated that the 
“gear” mentioned was, in actu­ 
ality, his. The player had not 
paid for the shorts, shirt, and 
other clothing. When he quit, 
Van Arsdale burned the cloth­ 
ing. When other players had 
quit the team, and had already 
paid for the items, Van Arsdale 
did nothing. The Forreston 
coach bought all the clothing 
from his pocket, he explained. 
It was, then, actually his. 
Gapinski continued his re­ 
port : 
“This leads us to the incident 
at Stillman Valley. Actually, 
this involved two different situ­ 
ations. One, the Cardinal 
Charge. Personally, my opinion 
is that the ‘charge’ is worthless 
and is not good football. The 
first time, Stillman received a 
five-yard penalty, the second 
we received a five-yard penal­ 


ty, and the next three times, we 
received 15-yard penalties. Had 
the temper of the coach not tak­ 
en over, I am sure that he would 
have realized that we were los­ 
ing yardage by using the 
‘charge’. 
“ The second incident in­ 
volved one of the boys that was 
grabbed by the face mask by 
Van Arsdale. . . On the field, it 
is a 15-yard penalty. I can, in no 
way, visualize how it could 
have been proper off the field. 
One pull, push or tug in the 
wrong direction when having a 
hold on a boy’s facemask could 
result in that boy being paral­ 
yzed for the rest of his life. . .” 
Support for Van Arsdale 
came from players, parents, 
and fans. 
“ If we don’t have someone as 
hard working as Van Arsdale 
we’ll be decimated next year in 
the new conference. Dismissal 
was done hastily. Gentlemen, 
we all make mistakes,” came 
the first voice. 
Came a question from the 
board: How would you recom­ 
mend him now, as compared to 
the day you first met him? 
“ I would recommend him 
just as highly today,” said a 
player’s father. “ I don’t believe 


he was treated fairly. Next 
year, we’ll have to play the 
hard-nose type of football to 
stay alive in the new league. 
Van Arsdale’s only bad quality 
is his temper.” 


At that point, one of the play­ 
ers spoke up. 
“ I don’t think it was done 
fairly,” he said. “ I don’t think, 
either, that we can find a better 
football coach.” 


When Van Arsdale was dis­ 


missed Oct. 30, one of his assist­ 
ants took over the team for its 
contest with league-leader Pe­ 
catonica. One of the Van Ars­ 
dale supporters remembered g 
sentence in Gapinski’s state­ 
ment that read “ In my opinion, 
we were very fortunate that we 
did not have a riot.” She asked 
board officials what an all-out 
fist-fight, which emptied both 
benches, against Pecatonica 
was called. Officials had no 
comment. 
Despite efforts of 3 00 support­ 
ers to put Van Arsdale back on 
the payroll as football coach, 
his “temper tantrums” spelled 
the end. Now, Forreston may 
have trouble fielding a football 
team next year, let alone find­ 
ing a coach.
